Claim Status 

Claims 1-13 are currently pending. 
No claims have been cancelled. 



Claim Objections 

Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

With regard to claim 7 (lines 5 and 7), the phrase "the holder drive mechanism" should 
be changed to the phrase -the holder drive part- in order to remain consistent with the preceding 
claim language. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Muramatsu 
et al.(WO 96/32694 Al). 

As per claim 1, Muramatsu et al. (WO 96/32694 Al) discloses a recording medium drive 
unit, comprising: an insertion part (non-depicted enclosure/housing) defining an insertion 
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opening (opening in said enclosure/housing) through which a recording medium (card C) is 
inserted; a holder (26) configured to receive the recording medium (card C) inserted through the 
insertion opening; a first connector (34) configured to be connected to a second connector 
(terminal end of card C which corresponds to connector (34)) corresponding on an insertion 
side (82) of the recording medium (card C); a clamp mechanism (e.g. (36 and/or the left and 
right sided plugging mechanism which push on end of card to ensure proper connection 
between the aforementioned first and second connectors - thus "clamping") configured to guide 
the insertion side of the recording medium to a predetermined position in the holder (26) (e.g., 
36 pushes on card to create a leftward pressure to force the card leftward in the holder; plugging 
mechanisms (50) guide the card in the holder until properly in contact with the aforementioned 
first and second connectors while in the holder) in the holder (26); and a holder drive part (e.g., 
motor (10) and its associated gear train as seen in FIG. 1) configured to move the holder (26) to 
a loading position (e.g., FIG. 4) at which the second connector is connected to the first 
connector - see FIG. 4. 

As per claim 12, wherein the clamp mechanism (e.g. (36 and/or the left and right sided 
plugging mechanism which push on end of card to ensure proper connection between the 
aforementioned first and second connectors - thus "clamping") comprises a first part (e.g., 36 on 
the "right" side of the card C) engaged with one side (rightmost side) of the recording medium 
(card C) and a second part (e.g., the leftmost (50)) engaged with another side (e.g., the leftmost 
side or alternatively, the front side of the card C) of the recording medium (card C) so that the 
recording medium (card C) is held between the first and second parts of the clamp mechanism.
